The fruit is delicious

sumer. ‘The fruit is large in size, long, and excel- 
lent for eating or canning. It has also commanded 
a preference for jam during the last five years by 
those who have used it. It has also proved popu- 
lar for freezing by the limited number of con- 
sumers who have had an opportunity to try it out. 
It is an exceptional berry for home and commer- 
cial use. 


Yields are heavy 


Under average soil conditions and ordinary 
berry culture, yields of the Miss Utah range be- 
tween 700 to 900 cases (1400 to 1800 pounds) per 
acre alongside of other varieties which produce 
400 to 600 cases per acre. ‘These high yields, ac- 
companied by high quality and the attractive 
appearance of the fruit makes the variety a very 
promising commercial berry. Miss Utah produces 
fruit at the same time as other commercial vari- 
eties with only one summer crop a year. 


Plants are vigorous 


Plants of Miss Utah grow thniftily and pro- 
duce enough runners to fill a matted row the first 
season so that heavy yields are possible the next 
spring. The variety appears to be less susceptible 
to mildew and chlorosis than some other varieties 
and the big thrifty plants have lush dark green 
foliage.
